BAN PLACED ON WORD 
“MAHOGANY.” — 


_*Waghington, Sept. 11. 
Six large companies in the United 
States are involved as. respondents, 


‘land the: Philippine Government as 


intervener, in the. “Philippine 
Mahogany Cases,”. according to. a 
bulletin recently released by the 
Federal Trade commission. 
Advertising or offering for sale 
certain Philippine hardwoods and 
‘hardwood products under the name 
“Philippine. mahogany” or “maho- 
gany” is barred by the Federal 
Trade Commission in issuing to six 
large companies or importers of 
Philippine hardwoods orders to 
‘censa and desist. The orders are 
made public for the ‘first time. 
Such terms as “Philippine maho- 
gany” and “mahogany” shall not be 
employed in describing or offer for 
sale any wood not derived from the 
trees of the mahogany or mellacene 
family, according to the Commis- 
sion’s Orders, which cite tho six 
companies as having. designated 
“red Iauan” “tangile” and numerous 
other woods as .“Philippine maho- 
gany” when: they are not of: the 
The commission 
maintains such advertising and sell- 
ing is unfair practice in competi-

* The six companies involved are 
the Thomas E. Powe Lumber Com- 
pany, of St, Louls; {ndlana Oak. 
Company, of New York; Jones

While all six of the orders to 
cease and . desist are’. practically 
alike in’ context, these cases have 
been before the commission. in 
various. stages of procedure and 
have become widely known as the 
Philippine, mahogany cases. . They 
are all subject to a stipulation, en- 
tered into by the Federal Commis- 
sion, the six ‘respondents and the 
Philippine Government as inter-

OUTSPOKEN ADMIRAL. . ‘ 


. Washington, Sept. 26. 

“Curtis D. Wilbur, Secretary of 
‘the Navy, late to-day supplemented 
his earlier: statement concerning 
Rear Admiral Thomas P. Magruder | - 
by saying that’ Admiral Magruder 
will neither. -be! reprimanded nor 
court-martialled. : 

‘Observers believe that Gingeess rT) 
practically’ certain to investigate 
Magruder's charges that. the Navy 
is bound hand and foot by red tape, 
and that waste and lost motion’ are 
rampant. |... 

While it Is generally agreed that 
Magruder committed a technical 
violation of regulations by, publish- 
ing his magazine’ article.on the 
Navy Without submiting it first to 
Secretary Wilbur,. there is a con- 
siderable. feeling that the end may 
be found to have justifled the means 
since it is to be assumed that tho 
article would not have met with 
favour in official circles and its

CHINESE CHARGED BY 
. “TWO SIKHS, 


A Shanghai Chinese,’ stated to be 
the owner of a garage at No. 10, 
Landale Street, Wanchal, ‘was, this 
morning charged before Major :C.

Since then 
It has been revived several - times, 
more or less in ita original form, 
without sec@ringsa reatly tong run. 
To make a thoroughly telling ap- 
peal’ to a Berlin audience it has ap- 
parently to be lacerated, distorted, 
rehashed, and dtenched with pun- 
gent German condiments. In such 
a cqndition, writes the Berlin cor. 
respondent of. the “Daily Tele- 
graph” on August 31, {t wag -pre- 
sented on e , huge’ stage 
of the “Great Playhouse,” and was 
enthusiastically ‘applauded. from 
the vast and crowded auditorium, 
At last it seems that “The Mikado” 
has come ‘into its own in Berlin, 

But to the true Savoyard all this
